Advance elements entered 
Chinchow early this morning 
on the heels of the retreat­ 
ing Chinese and other forces 
continued to pour into the 
town during the day, en­ 
countering no resistance. 
Ployd Gibbons, noted war corre­ 
spondent accompanying the Jap­ 
anese army for International News 
Service, reported the Japanese had 
detailed at Koupangtze, Lieut. Har­ 
ry S. Aldrich, American language 
officer attached to the Peiping le­ 
gation, who has been acting as neu­ 
tral observer for the Washington 
government.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2.—'Tremen­ 
dous gains of the Democratic party 
climaxing finally in their capture 
of the house, featured congressional 
activities during 1931. 
The legislative record of the year 
was meager, even though two differ­ 
ent congresses met. This was due 
to the long nine months recess taken 
after the death of the o]d 71st on 
March 4 last until the new 72nd met 
on December 7. 
Bonus Bill. 
Outstanding legislative achieve­ 
ments In 1931 were enactment of 
the soldiers’ bonus loan bill over a 
presidential veto and ratification oi 
the Hoover one-year moratorium 
rach by a different congress. There 
were other congressional battles oi 
prominence, such as the bitter fight 
over President Hoover’s nominations 
to the federal power commission and 
the perennial contest over disposi- 
tion of Muscle Shoals, but most of 
them ended in deadlocks. 
, 
The old congress had a stormy 
ending last March 4. Before it ex­ 
pired, congress had engaged m ma­ 
jor controversies with the president 
over Muscle Shoals, bonus loans 
the power commissioners, drought 
relief and immigration prohibition 
Defeat For Hoover. 
In providing loans on soldiers’ ad­ 
justed service certificates, the old 
congress gave President Hoover ms 
greatest legislative defeat of the 
year, poth houses and senate en­ 


acted the bill by overwhelming ma­ 
jorities over a presidential veto. 
The fight over drought relief was 
just as dramatic. 
At one point, 
the president charged congressional 
leaders were “playing politics at the 
price of human misery.’ This in­ 
censed Republicans as well as Dem­ 
ocrats and the president was round­ 
ly rebuked on the floors of con­ 
gress for a week, without any de­ 
fense by administration leaders. It® 
the end, congress appropriated $15,- 
000,000 for drought relief loans, in­ 
cluding loans for the purchase of 
food, though the president had con­ 
demned such legislation. Mr. Hoo­ 
ver did not veto the bill. 
Power Veto Sustained. 
The president won one battle when 
the senate sustained his veto of the 
Muscle Shoals Mil. There was no 
such controversy over the enact­ 
ment of a bill, authorizing modern­ 
ization of the navy, standardization 
of wages on government building 
projects and a 44-hour week for 
postal employes. A proposal for a 
two-year ban on immigration was 
defeated in the senate. 
The new congress did but one 
thing during its brief 1931 career. 
It ratified the one-year moratorium 
on war debts. The house also pass­ 
ed a bill appropriating $100,000,000 
to aid federal land banks but the 
measure languished in the senate. 
It will be considered early in the 
new year.

There were several factors which 
entered into the reduction of the 
budget. All officials agreed to do­ 
nate 10 per cent of their salaries in 
conformity with the 10 per cent 
employes’ wage cut. This approxi­ 
mated between 826,000 and 830,000. 
The Pennsylvania Power Com­ 
pany’s vice president, Louis Round, 
agreed to furnish the same lights 
on the streets to the city at a price 
10 per cent less than the contract 
price, which permitted a slash of 
about 88,632. 
Several vacancies in the police 
department and sanitary depart­ 
ment will not be filled and the sal­ 
aries appropriated in 1931 for the 
berths were cut off. It was decided 
not to buy any new equipment and 
to do no large * improvements in 
1932. 
The main reduction in the mayor’s 
department, or department of pub­ 
lic affairs, was in salaries, and the 
appropriation made for 1932 is $92,- 
912 compared to 8106,172 for 1931. 
It is probable that the police will 
require a small but new police car. 
In the department of accounts 
and finance, salary cuts took place 
and the cost for 1932, will be 823,040 
compared to 826,000, for 1931. Work­ 
men's compensation this year cost 
about 84,300 or 8300 above the ap­ 
propriation. Only 84,000, has been 
set aside for 1932. 
Department of Public safety salar­ 
ies were cut but as the city recently 
ordered bought 1,000 feet of fire 
hose the city will have to pay 81,000 
out of the 1932 fund so an extra sum 
and totalling 83,000 was set aside 
for hydrants and hose. It is 81*000 
less than in 1931. 
For 1931 there was $6,000 desig­ 
nated for new equipment. It has 
been bought, delivered and put in 
service. It is a new fire truck at 
the Second ward. No new fire trucks 
will be bought this year but $1,000 
is available for repairs and possibly 
some from $3,000 contingent. 
The fire department appropria­ 
tion for 1932, is $79,339 compared to 
$94,386 for 1931. There was a cut 
also in the health bureau salaries 
which left a total for 1932 of $40,970 
compared to $43,200 in 1931. 
There was a change made today 
in the fund for payment of the city 


In 1931, ihe appropriation was 84,- 
000. The 1932 appropriation for the 
payment of salaries was put at $2,- 
400 and the problem was left to the 
judgment of the director in charge. 
A reduction in the appropriation 
for electric lighting was designated. 
The 1931 amount appropriated was 
$85,000. Today council decided upon 
$76,500. The reason for this decrease 
is due to the power company vice 
president’s Information to council 
that he could cut the cost of illum­ 
inating streets about 10 percent. 
The appropriation for the electric 
bureau in 1931 was $93,500. It has 
been cut to $83,400.

The department of parks and pub­ 
lic property which sustained a cut 
when the ,1931 budget was prepared 
was reduced for 1932 from $46,380 
for 1930 to $42,434 for 1932. Salary 
cuts were made throughout all erf 
the departmental branches. 
Among the reductions was $1,500 
for the golf course as the course 
showed a gain this year and it was 
not necessary to appropriate $3,000, 
as hertofore. 
There was no reduction in the 
cost of buying water. The annual 
cost is $10,000. There were no de­ 
creases in the appropriations for 
G. A. R. Memorial services, pur­ 
chase of gasoline and oil or in the 
general contingent. 
The salaries of the motor me­ 
chanic and his assistant was shav­ 
ed from $4,200 for 1031 to $3,300 in 
1932. The total amount of the bud­ 
get for 1931 was $517,138 and for 
1932, it is $460,000.

By CHARLES P. STEWART 
Central Press Staff Writer 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 2 — Tariff 
reduction will not get very far at 
this session of congress, for two or 
three reasons.

tives; not the senate. 
Secondly, al­ 
though many folk believe President 
Hoover to be personally a low tariff 
man, he presumably would feel 
bound, as a Republican, to 
veto 
downward revision, even if a ma­ 
jority in its favor could be mustered 
by the combined Jeffersonians and 
G. O. P. insurgents on Capitol HilL 
Thirdly, the Democrats themselves, 
in the existing state of the world, 
incline toward a reciprocity program 
in preference to unqualified reduc­ 
tion, and this will take time-more 
than is likely to be available be­ 
tween now and next spring’s con­ 
gressional adjournment for the na­ 
tional conventions. 
However, the urgent necessity for 
a lowering of tariff walls, as 
the 
most important single step iso the 
Democrats contend) toward the re­ 
storation of international trade and 
prosperity, is sure to be much dis­ 
cussed. 
* * * 
Tariff experts of the Democratic 
party thus will be much in the fore­ 
ground as the winter progresses in 
Washington. 
Pour of them stand out conspicu­ 
ously. 
Senators Cordell Hull of 
Ten­ 
nessee and Edward P. Costigan of 
Colorado in the upper house of con­ 
gress; Representatives

Rainey of Illinois and David
